In the days when the Saturday Review 
was colobrated for the acarbity of tho 
tone in which it treated literary work 
deemed by its writera to be unsatisfactory 
it commencod a notice in somewhat the 
following terme: ‘This work is exculiantly 
bound ; and having thus said all that we 
can in its favour we will now proceed to 
notice its defecta.” The brochure before 
ua, though bound in a aufficiently conve 
nient stylo, does net call for apecial notice 
aa regards its covers, Nor cau we conscien- 
tiously say much in favour of its contents. 
The title page is, to begin with, misleading, 
though it would perhaps bo going too far 
to call it quite inaccurate, A work which 
is almost entirely devoted to Chinese ren- 
dorings of the creed, command manta, chap- 
ters of the Bible, To deum and psalms, 


plus ovor 40 pages of the least compreben- 
gibla portion of the ‘ Pilgrim's Prograss,’ 
does not deal with what ordinary students 
regurd aa ' Qolloquial.' Hud some quali- 
fying phraso followed tho title line, such up 
on celigions sulyjects,’ or ‘for the use of 
intending missionaries,’ it might have 
passed well enough. But the Englieh of 
the Bible and Prayer book, excellent a5 it 
ia, does out find placo in the everyd: 

speech evon of the preacher ; while to ak 
the secular student to commit each oxtracts 
to memory by way of fearning to speak to 
compradores or coolies, savoars, to our 
mind,of something perilously near profanity. 

Nor, this objection ignored, can we com 
plimont Mr Ball upon the very fow non- 
religioua selections piven, or upon his care 
in proof-reading. Ho in too good a Ohinore 
acholar to have intentionally inserted the 
vords ‘Stinking Baby’ as applied to Jeans 
Christ—tho cominon blasphemous pun made 
by Chinoes when desirous of ridiculing 
Christianity —(Lessos XVI, page 48). Nor, 
-althongh we are awike that,. at one time, & 
fow iesionaries thought that the word 
‘God’ could be correctly rendored by 
*Bhin’ or * Spirit’ should wa have credited 
Mr Ball with ontertaining euch an 
erratio idea in the year 1894. A  vory 
extraordinary note on page 16S informa 
the atudent that a certsin phraso is man- 
darin ‘dud ix understood and aaed by edu- 
cated people!’ Wo admit that il is easy to 
find fault with work which may have cost 
the compilec mnch arduous toil. Our ub- 
jection to Mr Ball's work is that it is, as 

garda the seculur student, based on 3 
Tadieally wrong idor. Tho mistakes, which 
aro tolerably plentital, might be corrected 
gagily euongh in another odition, were the 
matter good. Missionaries muy possibly

This accomplished he 
might devole bis admittedly extensive 
kuuwledge of Chinese to producing u work 
which would mect everyday wants, Com- 
mitting useful colloquial avlutions to mo- 
mury is undoubtedly the best possible way 
of acquiring Cantonese, but Aisop’s fablea 
far mote nearly meet the want than the 
fight betweon Christian and Apollyon. 
Apart from this, and upon purely philolo- 
gical grounds, we deem the use of religious 
éxtracte for the purpose of acquiring collo- 
fetuial, in the first instance, to be a mistake.

SINGAPORE AND PLAGUE, 
PRECAUTIONS: 


NO ACTION BY THE srRarre "GOVERNMENT, 


On the 4th inet., the Singapore Free Presg 
published tho following :—! fesats Sarkies 
and Moses have just revived. a telogram 
from Hongkong.—' The aithorities have 
announced that Hongkong is free [from the 
Plague].’ 

Wo undorstand however on furthers on- 
thie telegram is somewhat mis- 
Teading. It would scom to imply that the 
port of Hongkoog had bedu’ declared free 
of the Plague, and that by implication all 
‘yesnels leaving that port would receive. clean 
Bills of Lealth, But this is not-so, although 
probably not now to bo Jong delayed. We 
are informed on the other hand that tho 
Goverament'it Singapore are in recaipt of a 
telegram stating that the ‘ proglamation’ of 
flongkong had bean withdrawn ‘or, tevoked 
by HE. Sir Willow Robinson, When 
this takes placa corumunioation: will be mado 
to uli the Governments ooncertied and it will 
he at tho discretion of the latf¢r to remove 
or abate their quarantine arrangements a8 
may rem fitting, until reneon for espicion 
of dauger is entirely removed, 

This refors to a proolumation under the 
Publio Health Ordinance, by which cortain 
nections of that laware thereby brought into 
operation. The original proclamation was 
dated May 10th, and it has deen renewed 
from month to month, on the dast oeousion 
on August 9th. Declaring Hongkong as oo 
longer coming under the apecial clauses of 
the Public Health Ordinance does not yet, of 
course, affect our quarabtine arrangements. 
Latu exchanges howaver point to very fow 
new cases, ond the health of the Colony has 
probably eo far improved as to justify the 
withdrawal of the proclamation of May 10th, 
leaving til a later period the ilual deolara- 
tion of Hongkong as free of plague, and the 
isaning of olean bills of health to all vessels 
leaving Hongkong. . 

Tn the Legislative Council on the 6th inst, 
Mr Shelford: asked:—‘ Whether Official 
intimation has been received from the 
Government of Hongkong of the withdrawal 
of the proclamation ismed on 10th May 
last, consequent upon the outbreak of 4 
contagious disease in that Colony. | 

‘Whether in oonpequence thereof this 
Government proposes taking any action for 

(ay Tho withdrawal of the proclamation 
of Lith May declaring Hongkong to be ao 
infeoted port and ' . 

‘(by The withdrawal of the proolamation 
of 18th June by which Qhinese Immigration 
is prohibited and from the aeveral ports 
named therein. 

‘Whether in that event any, and if to 


what, measures wil be takes to continue 
safe-guarding the Colony frow.the possible 
danger of the spread of the disease upen 
the re-opening of free epmmunieation with 
the China Porte and probable immediate 
influx of immigrants.’ 

The Colonial Secretary —A telegram

The flood travelled at an average rate, of 
22 miles per hour all down the valley, rising 
in places to » height of 20 fect. The flood 
reached here at 8 am. and attained a 
maximum height of 30 feet by 1La.m., after 
which time it began falling rapidly. The 
suspension bridges at Deoprayeg and Lach- 
man Jhula have been completely swept 
away, leaving, bawever, the towers to 
mark the spot where they stood. Enormous 
quaatities of timber and uprooted trees 
wore observed passing down the river and 
presented 3 magnificent view, resembling 
the angry ocean in ite fury.
